4. At vha toting on 18 July, the Jxach caaaplainsd about tha reporting

0* I hen the Cseeh handler directed the discussion to Sudetee-Gorasn f andn 
na&neohsft esttere* In particular, ha nentiened ¥-22354# Dr* Richard •TAOOWt 
and Rudolph •rjrO«!>fi73t in connection with a circular letter eent by then to the 
agent* The handler said that the Cseohe bod a sensed that these people who were 
former prisoners would not an age further ia political activities, tfefcrtmnte* 
ly, that did not turn out to be the cose, scoordlng to the Ceeoh* The StB re* 
gorded tbeee persons with iletruet because It appeared that oon%rary to pledgee 
that they signed, they were now working against the interests of the CSR* The
